WI learns about 
organic meat 
fit for a queen 


THE June meeting 
of Southerndown 
WI was the first 
meeting to be 
presided over by 
new president Lyn, 
and a very 
enjoyable meeting 
it was!

While some of the 
beef and lamb is 
supplied to Waitrose, all 
of their pork and some 
beef and lamb is sold in 
their thriving farm shop. 
Their butchery produces 
bacon, sausages and 
mince as well as joints 
of meat and mutton is 
also available, which 
Polly advised is 
excellent when cooked 
in a slow cooker. 

Their products have 
won numerous awards 
and HM The Queen 
enjoyed some of their 
gammon during a recent 
trip to Wales. 

Polly’s enthusiasm for 
organic farming was 
apparent throughout her 
talk and members had 
many questions for her. 
As a result, members 
will be reading the labels 
on supermarket meat 
products far more 
carefully in future.

Ford plant’s future 
‘hinges on Brexit deal’ 


CONTINUING to 
have unfettered 
access to the 

European market 
following Brexit is 
critical to the 

future viability of 
the Ford engine 
plant at Bridgend, 
First Minister 
Carwyn Jones said 
when facing 

questions in The 
Senedd. 

He said the 

Government is aware of 
the company’s plans for 
the plant and is working 
closely with 

stakeholders to 

guarantee the future of 
the site and its 
workforce. 

South Wales West 
AM Suzy Davies asked 
Mr Jones for an update 
on discussions the 
Government has had 
with the company about 
the plant. 

She said that in 
March, Economy 

Secretary Ken Skates 
had reported that Ford 
management said that 
employment numbers 
would remain broadly 
the same until 2021. 

Ms Davies said: “He 
also said he thought that 
Ford management could 
communicate better with 
its employees and its 
members regarding the 
long-term objectives for 
the plant. 

“Since then, can you 
tell us whether Ford has 
kept you informed of 
whether there have been 
any falls in order 
numbers, and, if there 


have been falls, how the 
guaranteed number of 
workers is being 
deployed at the plant — 
bearing in mind that 
they’ll have individual 
expertise - and whether 
they’ve been getting 
regular updates on that 
long-term objective and 
achievement against 
that?” 

Mr Jones said: “There 
are a number of 
possibilities that are 
being explored. 

“We shouldn’t forget 
that, in September last 
year, Ford announced 
that it would invest £100 
million in the site from 
late 2018. 

“It’s fair to say that 
the biggest challenge 
that the plant faces is 
Brexit. 

“Every single engine 
that leaves that plant is 
exported into the 
European market, and so 
the terms that surround 
the exporting of those 
engines will be 
important as far as the 
plant is concerned. 

“But we are working 
very closely with the 
company. I’ve met, in 
my capacity as an 
Assembly Member, 
several times with them 
and with the works 
council. 

“As First Minister, of 
course, I have taken an 
interest in ensuring that 
the plant continues to 
operate in the future and 
continues to employ 
similar numbers.” 

Mr Jones said he has 
met the chief executive 
officer of Ford Europe 
and further discussions 


are taking place between 
Economy Secretary Ken 
Skates and company 
officials. 

He said: “There are 
concerns about what will 
happen following the 
United Kingdom’s 
departure from Europe. 

“Nobody believes 
that there will be any 
kind of complete 
agreement in March 
2019, and so the 
transitional arrange¬ 


ments will be crucial for 
Ford, as with other 
manufacturers. 

“This is something 
that Ford is discussing. 
They’ve been talking to 
us about it, and, of 
course, our standpoint is 
that it is vital for Ford 
and a number of other 
companies in Wales that 
they have unfettered 
access to the European 
market.”

Creating Amazing Memories 
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New recycling regime has 
'caused damage to goodwill’ 

says BCBC Deputy Leader 


“IT will take a 
little while to undo 
the damage to 
goodwill that this 
has already caused 
among some of our 
residents.” 

That’s the admission 
from Coun Hywel 
Williams, the Deputy 
Leader of Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) over 
the new recycling 
scheme which it has 
called “revolutionary” 
and residents on a 
social media site have 
described as a “farce”. 

Of the new scheme, 
Coun Williams, said: 
“Getting here hasn’t 
been without a few 
hurdles, and we 
appreciate the 
frustration that some 
residents have felt in 
trying to get through to 
Kier’s busy call centre 
that is now handling 
recycling-related 
queries. 

“We are also aware 
of the delays that some 
residents have 
experienced when 
waiting for deliveries 
of the AHP nappy 
collection bags that 
they have registered 
for.” 

The ‘nappy- 
collection bags’, which 


are also for adult 
incontinence pads, will 
make it obvious that a 
househould without 
children has an older 
child or an adult 
resident who 
experiences 
incontinence. Some 
have taken to social 
media claiming that 
this is an invasion of a 
person’s right to 
privacy. 

A BCBC 
spokesperson 
confirmed that 
deliveries of the new 
recycling containers 
and blue bin bags have 
now been completed. 

“If you haven’t got 
yours yet,” said the 
spokesperson, “please 
chase them up by 
emailing 

recy clingandwaste @ bri 
dgend.gov.uk or call 
01656 643643.” 

Again according to 
posts on social media 
sites, some Bridgend 
residents have 
telephoned numerous 
times, been on hold for 
more than 30 minutes, 
left messages and not 
been called back. 

The spokesperson 
advised: “In the 
meantime, please use 
black bin bags while 
you are waiting for the 
new ones, and continue 


using the old recycling 
containers while you 
wait for your new ones 
to be delivered. 

Coun Wil li ams 
continued: “Please be 
reassured that you will 
not be fined for putting 
out your waste in black 
bags or your recycling 
in the old containers if, 
through no fault of 
your own, you are not 
yet fully equipped with 
the new equipment. 

“Fines will always 
be a very last resort for 
us under these new 
arrangements, with our 
priority being to 
educate and encourage 
recycling, and I would 
like to reiterate that 
fines certainly won’t be 
issued during these 
early days of the 
scheme bedding in.” 

The council has also 
confirmed the 
following: 

If you have 
registered for the 
AHP/nappy collections, 
bags are still being 
delivered and you will 
get them as soon as 
possible. 

If you have 

registered for the nappy 
collections, but don’t 
receive the bags in time 
for your first collection, 
please put your nappies 
into your new blue bin 


bags, and any extra 
waste can then go into 
a black bag. They will 
be collected and you 
will not be fined. 

If you could make 
use of the nappy 
collections, and you 
haven’t yet registered, 
email 

recyclingandwaste @ bri 
dgend.gov.uk or call 
01656 643643. 

To check whether or 
not your collection day 
has changed, check the 
collection calendar that 
was delivered through 
the mail along with an 
information booklet 
about the new recycling 
and waste 
arrangements.

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Vale Council 
leader’s appeal 
for a re-think on 
housing targets 


Armed Forces 
and Community 
Day event 
is on June 24 



THE Leader of the 
Vale Council has 
written to the 
Welsh Government 
asking for a review 
of housing targets 
in the Local 
Development Plan 
(LDP). 

In the letter, Coun 
John Thomas says the 
Government’s own 
statistics prove targets 
should be reduced 
significantly, pointing 
out: “We have a duty to 
protect and preserve our 
green spaces for future 
generations, and the new 
administration was 
elected having promised 
to oppose inappropriate 
development in the 
Vale.” 

Coun Thomas wants a 
formal meeting with the 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Communities, Carl 
Sargeant, to discuss the 
issue. 

In his letter to the

Cabinet Secretary, Coun 
Thomas said: “As you 
will be aware, the 
Deposit Plan was 
prepared based upon 
2008 data for household 
projections. 

“Additional data has 
since become available, 
revealing Welsh 
Government projections 
to have been 
significantly higher than 
true levels of population 
growth - data which 
could enable the 
authority to significantly 
reduce housing 
development targets in 
the LDP. 

“Welsh Government 
projections for 2011 
(published in February 
2014) identified a need 
for a significantly lower 
figure than that 
identified within the 
Deposit LDP. 


“Specifically, the 
2011-based projections 
identified a need for just 
5,778 dwellings over the 
lifetime of the LDP 
(using the principal 
projections) - or 7,399 
dwellings if a 10-year 
average migration trend 
was utilised.” 

Coun Thomas 
emphasised that both the 
figures are “significantly 
below the 9,950 
requirement identified 
within the Deposit 
Plan”. 

Coun Thomas says in 
the letter that the latest 
projections for 2014 
appear to suggest 
housing targets could be 
reduced by at least 1,500 
properties, and he hopes 
Welsh Government 
targets will be 
reassessed.

P HYSICAL 
Education 
became an 
academic subject 
during the 1930s.

Before, PE, schools 
often employed physical 
trainers, usually ex- 
servicemen.

However it was only 
recently that I 
discovered that the first 


person to be the PT 
instructor was a hero 
whose name has been 
omitted from every 
history of the school 
which I had read. 

Charles Ward was 
awarded the VC during 
the Second Boer War. 

He was also the last 
person to receive the VC 
from HM Queen 
Victoria herself. 

Originally from 
Leeds, he died in 1921 
at Bridgend and is 
buried in St Mary’s, 
Cardiff.

than he realises... 

It’s been a pretty 
mediocre cinematic 
summer thus far, with 
the big blockbusters 
falling short both 
critically and 
commercially; however, 
just when you thought 


that Alien: Covenant 
was to be the nadir of 
this season, along 
comes The Mummy. 

And yet it starts so 
well; some historical 
context throws you 
headlong into an Iraq- 
set sequence where we 
meet Tom Cruise’s Nick 
Morton. After some 
impressively staged 
action, we, along with 
the characters, stumble 
upon the tomb of the 
cursed Ahmanet - and 
this is where things start 
going seriously awry, 
not just for the 
characters but for the 
film itself. 

If the opening riffs 
on Indiana Jones 
(charismatic searcher of 
antiquities with a 
roguish edge finds a 
supernatural haul) then 
the film then becomes 
an uncomfortable mix 


of dark, spooky thriller, 
adventure and ill-timed 
and awkward humour. 

The fundamentals 
should make for an 
engaging film, but Alex 
Kurtzman’s story 
choices make it faintly 
ludicrous and laughable, 
while his seeming need 
to inject humour to 
downplay the drama 
does the film a 
disservice when it 
comes to building 
tension (a dead 
colleague of Morton’s, 
who keeps popping up 
to advise him, is strange 
in execution and injects 
humour that just feels 
out of place). 

The dialogue is 
atrocious, clunky in the 
extreme, and behind the 
camera, Kurtzman 
shows his lack of 
experience with set- 
pieces that should offer

more thrills than they 
actually do. 

The performances are 
pretty woeful as well; 
Cruise, as ever, tries to 
inject his superstar 
charisma into 
proceedings but the 
poor writing of his 
character means he 
spends most of the film 
looking for some 
inspiration among the 
bland idiocy that 
surrounds him. 

Sofia Boutella’s 
titular character fares a 
touch better, the role 
relying more on her 
physicality than 
anything else, which as 
ever is impressive, but 
Annabelle Wallis’ turn 
as the expert helping 
Nick is wooden and 
Russell Crowe’s Dr 
Jekyll may be a 
scenery-chewing one 
for the actor, but comes 
with more than its fair 
share of ham. 

Considering that this 
is the opening salvo for 
a brand new universe 
for the classic Universal 
monsters (who get 
subtle nods), it’s rather 
a damp squib of a film, 
one that disappoints in 
terms of tone, 
performance and 
spectacle. Its constant 
desire to explain and 
build story detracts 


from its momentum, 
and leaves you feeling 
disappointed. 

Rather than 

constructing a film that 
offers up jumps, thrills 
‘n’ spills, Kurtzman has 
made a film that doesn’t 
really seem to know 
what it wants to be - is 
it a horror, an action- 
adventure or a glib and 
knowing piece of 
blockbuster fluff? 

A hefty dose of the 
first would have been 
welcome, but its 
overuse of the latter two 
means that The Mummy 
should have been left 
secreted away rather 
than awoken to unleash 
its own particular brand 
of cinematic doom. 

VERDICT: A very 
mediocre blockbuster, 
The Mummy is a film 
that is tonally awkward, 
poorly written and 
directed, and lacks 
decent performances. 
Not even Tom Cruise’s 
movie star ability can 
rescue this car-crash of 
a film, one that stutters 
and should have stayed 
wrapped up. One to 
avoid.

-HISTORIC HEART OF THE VALE 
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Lovely Llantwit 
Major has it all! 


A NY day is a good 
day to take a stroll 
through Llantwit 
Major, but a warm and 
sunny afternoon with the 
faintest of zephyrs blowing 
through the historic town 
is surely one of the best, 
writes ANDY 
JOHNSTONE. 

And it was one such recent 
Friday, that The GEM took a 
post-luncheon meander through 
the bustling town. 

For the uninitiated, the town is 
a mix of... well, everything one 
could need. 

Free parking? Yes. Good 
transport links, including a 
railway station? Yes. Independent 
shops - from supermarkets to toy 
shops, from health-food shops to 
gift shops, from a butcher to 
boutique fashions - Llantwit 
Major has them all, and many 
events throughout the year.

Llantwit Major Victorian Fair 
Day has been celebrated in 
Llantwit Major since it was 
established in 1982. However this 
certainly wasn’t the first Llantwit 
Fair day. 

Llantwit Fair has been held on 
the nearest day to June 24 since 
as far back as Mediaeval times to 
celebrate St Bartholomew’s Day. 

Ironically they were held 
around the Court House, which is 
now the Town Hall, they would 
be a chance for farmers to bring 
and sell their stock, and to hire 
new staff. 

After the serious business was 
dealt with, it was a chance for 
them to let their hair down meet 
other folk, have some fun and 
maybe even mix the bucolic with 
a glass of something alcoholic, 
rather like today . 

However, the Lord of 
Glamorgan controlled the day, 
and would probably taken a fair 
share, with his reeve (his agent) 
raising his glove to start 
proceedings and finishing when 
the glove was lowered. 

In the ‘20s and ‘30s, the arrival 
of travelling fairgrounds and 
circuses added to the enjoyment, 
and the fairs continued all the 
way up to the Second World War.

RNLI Lifeboat 
launched to 
Sully Island 


PENARTH inshore 
D class lifeboat was 
launched on 

Tuesday evening, 
June 13 to Sully 
Island where five 
people were in 
immediate danger 
of being cut off by 
the tide. 

A spokesman for 
Penarth Lifeboat Station 
said: “The five made it 
back to shore against the 
incoming tide. All were 
reported to be safe and 
well. 

“As our ‘D class’ was 
about to return, a jet boat 
with three people on 
board broke down very 
near to the causeway and 
the jet boat was towed 
back to the safety of 


Cardiff Bay where it was 
met by Penarth 
Coastguard Rescue 
Team.” 

On May 28, the 
lifeboat station launched 
two boats after two 
people were reported to 
be in the water at Sully 
Island - one of them was 
taken to hospital by 
ambulance. 

The speed of the 
incoming tide at Sully 
Island can take people by 
surprise. 

In 2014 a traffic light 
warning system was 
introduced on the 
mainland, adjacent to the 
car park at the Captain’s 
Wife, to warn people of 
times when it is 
dangerous to cross to the 
island.

Could you join 
the Mountain 
Search and 
Rescue Team? 


THE Western 
Beacons Mountain 
Search and Rescue 
Team is recruiting 
new volunteer 
members to join its 
operational team. 

This weekend saw the 
40th callout of 2017 for 
the Western Beacons 
Mountain Search and 
Rescue Team. That 
figure made the first 
half of 2017 even busier 
for the team’s volunteer 
members than the first 
half of 2016 - a year 
which in itself saw the 
team respond to a record 
number of callouts in its 
52-year history. 

With this ever- 
increasing demand on 
its volunteer team 
members seemingly set 
to continue, the Western 
Beacons team is inviting 
applications from people 
aged 18 and over who 
are keen to learn more 
about joining the 
upcoming intake of 
trainees. 

Speaking about what 
the team looks for in 
new trainee members, 
spokesperson Trevor 
James, said: “You don’t 
need to be an expert 
mountaineer or climber 
to join - but a keen 
interest in the outdoors 
would be beneficial. A 
desire to help people in 
distress is essential.” 

Operating from its 
main base at Sarn in 
Bridgend and a new 
satellite base which 
opened at Pontardawe in 
the Swansea Valley in 
March of this year, the 
team will consider 
potential new members 
from across south and 
mid Wales, but is 
particularly keen to hear 
from anyone close to 
either its main or 
satellite base. 

Covering its own 
‘patch’ of around 2,400 


square miles that 
extends as far west as 
Pembrokeshire and as 
far east as Penarth, team 
members never know 
what the next callout 
could be. 

Aside from the rescue 
of lost and injured hill 
walkers, climbers and 
mountain bikers, an 
ever-growing and 
substantial amount of 
the team’s callouts 
focuses on searching for 
missing and vulnerable 
children and adults, 
ranging from children 
with autism, elderly 
people with dementia or 
people deemed to be at 
a high risk of 
committing suicide. 

Additionally, in the 
last year the team was 
called out to attend 
varied incidents as 
RTCs where vehicles 
had left the road, fallen 
or thrown horse riders, a 
rolled 4x4 vehicle and 
even a dog stuck on a 
ledge at a disused 
quarry - which was 
quickly and safely 
recovered and returned 
to its owner. 

Deputy team leader 
Andrew Evans said: 
“What the team does 
can often be very 
demanding; demanding 
physically and 
demanding emotionally, 
such as when we sadly 
have to deal with 
fatalities. 

“However, the sense 
of personal achievement 
in reuniting a missing 
person with their loved 
ones or in making sure 
that an injured person is 
swiftly evacuated is 
immensely satisfying.”

businesses that, in 
some communities, 
have struggled. 

Rhoose’s main street 
has everything you 
could want, with cafes, 
hairdressers, a barber’s, 
dog groomers, food 
stores, and much more.

Mystery font puzzles 
historical society 


R ecently the 

Llantwit 
Major Local 
History Society 
received a donation 
of a box of glass 
negatives purporting 
to be views of Rhoose 
and Llantwit Major. 

However on further 
investigation, it turned out 
that they are of views in 
Cadoxton, Sully and 
Wenvoe. All have been 
identified - with the 
exception of the photo of 
the font, which is 
illustrated right. 

The font evidently does 
not come from any of the 
medieval churches to be 
found in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

The design of the font 
points to a church 
probably constructed 
during the rapid expansion 
of towns such as Barry or 
Penarth, or even perhaps 
the valleys. 

The society was 
wondering if it could use 
the good offices of The 
GEM to publish the photo 
in the hope that one its 
many readers would 
recognise it and furnish us 
with some details.

WELSH world 
record holder, 
Maria Leijerstam 
from the Vale of 
Glamorgan, the 
first person to cycle 
to the South Pole, 
has a six-time 
Olympic gold 
medalist aiming to 
beat her record. 

Sir Chris Hoy, 
Britain’s most successful 
Olympic athlete in terms 
of gold medals, 
announced on The One 
Show that he is aiming to 
beat Maria’s 2013 
human-powered speed 
record for cycling from 
the edge of the Antarctic 
continent to the South 
Pole in 10 days, 14 hours 
and 56 minutes. 

Sir Chris, of course, 
was a cyclist - although 
he was a sprinter rather 
than an endurance 
cyclist. 

“Traversing Antartica 
is about endurance, 
strong willpower and a 
fair amount of luck and 
Chris must be prepared 
to put in very long days 
in freezing conditions if 
he is to beat my record,” 
said Maria. 

After Maria’s amazing 
achievement her thirst 
for adventure has had a 
brief interlude with the

daughters, now two years 
old and three weeks old. 

Nevertheless she is 
already back on her bike 
and is regularly 

accompanied by her girls 
using a handlebar 

mounted seat and a tow 
along trailer. 

“My cycle training is 
not as fast as before as 
water stops have now 
doubled up as breast 
feeding stops. 

“My priorities may 
have changed but my 
thirst for adventure 
remains. I just have to 
adapt the way I do things 
and doing sport with my 
girls is just the best,” said 
Maria. 

This is an ethos that 
Maria has carried into 
her Burn Series 
adventure races, which 
she organises to give 
families the opportunity 
to take part in sport and 
adventure together. 

Her next adventure 
race is on July 1 at 
Margam Country Park. 

“Only a few more 
years to go and I’ll be 
able to take part with my 
own daughters,” said 
Maria.

but with All Blacks on the horizon, 
the need for consistency in both 
performance and result is imperative 


T HE British & Irish Lions 
tour isn't one that allows 
much time for reflection. 
Two games a week means 
getting the head down, heeding 
the lessons of the previous 
encounter and looking forward 
to the next challenge. 

Having laboured to victory over the 
Provincial Barbarians and then slipping 
to a defeat against the Blues, the test of 
the Crusaders, who had not lost a match 
all season, was a massive one for 
Warren Gatland and his squad. 

While defeats on tour happen, and 
that the focus must be on building up to 
the three-Test series against reigning 
world champions the All Blacks, the 
need for momentum and rhythm is 
imperative. So, having suffered a severe 
case of the Blues (in a game that 
exposed the Lions' lack of attacking 
guile but showcased their abilities in the 
scrum and line-out) what was already 
dubbed the ‘fourth test’ by some 


\beingc 


in the media took on even more 
importance. 

A 12-3 win, on the surface, looked 
mightily impressive, allied as it was 
with quick line speed, restricting the 
previously free-scoring Crusaders, 
coupled with some excellent individual 
performances. However, while the 
defensive side of the Lions shone here, 
the lack of creativity and cutting edge in 
attack is a bigger concern. 

Certainly the victory, in and of itself 
a paean to the hard work the players are 
putting in on being tough to break 
down, was deserved, but deep down 
both management and coaches know 
that a watertight defence will only work 
so far against the world champions, and 
their present inability to threaten the 
opposition's defence from open play 
will not keep Steve Hansen awake at 
night. 

What will give Hansen something to 
think about when he shuts his eyes, 
however, is the dogged steeliness that 
started showing on Saturday. 

From the tunnel, the players looked

up for it, ready for battle and their on¬ 
field performance matched this pre¬ 
game intensity; whether it was the 
shock of the defeat to the Blues, the 
knowledge that as every game passes 
the chances of making the starting XV 
for the first test are either growing or 
diminishing, or simply the fact that the 
jet-lag and the getting-to-know-each- 
other period has worn off, this was an 
attritional Lions performance against 
arguably the best team in the Super 14. 

There will need to be more than 
steely resolve though come June 24 and 
Eden Park, however. Against the 
Crusaders, both teams saw handling 
errors deny them tries, but the Lions' 
need is far greater and they know that in 
order to beat New Zealand, scores of 30 
points-upwards, and at least three to 
four tries, are required if they are to 
have any hope of claiming this most 
illustrious scalp. 


Come Tuesday, the momentum of 
Saturday's win was cruelly dashed as 
the Lions came out of a tight encounter 
on the wrong side of a 23-22 defeat 
against the Highlanders. 

The tries came this time, three in 
total through Jonathan Joseph, Tommy 
Seymour and Sam Warburton, but a 
nine point lead was snatched away by a 
dogged Highlanders team. 

Owen Farrell may look at his missed 
penalty, well within his range, and Elliot 
Daly may rue his effort from 57 metres 
just losing the legs to go over the bar, 
but these small margins are the 
difference between victory and defeat 
and the players will know that. 

Defeats are no bad thing, and 
certainly when there are yet more strong 
turns from the players selected, the 
competitive edge of these bruising 
encounters will no doubt inform and 
push those who get the nod for the first 
test to really dig in. 

But the game management (or lack 
of) will be of concern, knowing full 
well that, when nine points clear, the 


need to knuckle down and wind the 
clock down rather than invite pressure 
from the opposition is necessary, while 
the opportunities to both extend the lead 
and snatch the win towards the end 
show that while the cutting-edge is 
getting there, there is still work to be 
done. 

Saturday's encounter with the New 
Zealand Maori promises to not only be 
another brutal and hard-hitting 
encounter, but also one likely that will 
see the majority of the test side in 
action. There are still places up for 
grabs, and the stop-start nature of the 
Lions' performances and results thus far 
mean that there may be a few surprise 
inclusions, but in order to lay down a 
marker for the following week's 
encounter with the All Blacks, a strong 
performance and result is needed. 

The Lions are impressing in fits and 
starts - but with the biggest test of all 
on the horizon, the need to be consistent 
in both performance and result is more 
important than ever. _ J

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AGAINST THE ODDS RY HALES... 



... but a fifth straight draw 
means World Cup qualification 
hopes are getting slimmer

SEPTEMBER 
2012, Serbia. Wales 
are beaten 6-1 in 
their heaviest 
defeat for 16 years, 
Chris Coleman 
ponders his future 
having taken the 
reigns only nine 
months previously 
and their dreams 
of qualifying for 
Brazil seem dead 
in the water just 
two games into the 
2014 World Cup 
qualifiers. 

It's safe to say that 
the ensuing five years 
have been far more 
glorious for Wales, 
taking in qualification 
for, and reaching the 
semi-finals of, Euro 
2016 but as Coleman 
and his team prepared 
for their first visit back 
to Serbia since that 
horrific night, there was 
the sense of pressure 
weighing on the team 
and management. 

Halfway through 
2018 World Cup 
qualifying group D, 
four draws in five 
games (coupled with a 
4-0 win over Moldova 
in the opening game of 
the group) had left 
Wales four points adrift 
of both Saturday’s hosts 
(having drawn 2-2 in 
Cardiff with them) and 
the Republic of Ireland 
at the top of the group. 

Adding to Coleman’s 
pressure was Gareth 
Bale and Neil Taylor’s 
absence through 


suspension, though the 
manager was typically 
bullish in the lead-up to 
the game: “We are four 
points behind going to 
Serbia and we haven’t 
got our best player, 

“What can happen 
here? I will tell you 
what can happen. We 
can go there and get a 
result that is what can 
happen. And then in the 
four games remaining 
we need to be looking 
at maximum points. We 
did that in the last 
campaign so why can’t 
we do it again?” 

Wales were in the 
position of underdogs 
going into this Serbia 
encounter - a position 
that arguably they enjoy 
being in, perhaps 
knowing that shorn of 
Bale’s talismanic talent, 
the need for other 
players to step up and 
show their talent and 
ability would come to 
the forefront and inspire 
another famous Welsh 
win, a year to the day 
after they had started 
their Euro 2016 
campaign with a 2-1 
win over Slovakia. 

As it was, a fifth 
straight draw in Group 
D means that the table 
looks very much like it 
did before the events of 
Sunday, the Republic of 
Ireland bagging a late 
equaliser at home 
against Austria to 
ensure that both they 
and Serbia sit four 
points clear of Wales 


with four games 
remaining. 

Yet while that may 
make even the most 
fervent of supporters a 
little edgy, there was 
much to admire in a 
Welsh performance that 
was full of effort and 
hard work, a 
performance that it 
could easily be argued 
warranted three points 
rather than the one. 

However, the result 
was one that would 
have perhaps been taken 
before kick-off 
(notwithstanding the 
urgent need for three 
points as opposed to 
one), and having 
arguably negotiated the 
trickiest of their games, 
Wales’ final four games, 
on paper, are all 
eminently winnable. 

What has been 
frustrating in this 
campaign has been 
Wales’ lack of clinical 
edge, borne out again 
on Sunday as, 1-0 up 
after Aaron Ramsey’s 
Panenka-esque penalty, 
several chances and 
opportunities went 
begging, before (as has 
been the norm in this 
group) Wales were 
sucker-punched by 
Mitrovic’s equaliser. 

The response from 
Wales, however, was 
full of purpose, looking 
to take back the 
initiative and grab a 
second goal that they 
easily deserved. While 
it wasn’t to be, the

urgency of the Welsh 
reaction was wonderful 
to see, even if the lack 
of composure in the 
final third left a little to 
be desired. 

It was the best 
performance of the 
group yet, which makes 
the result a little tougher 
to take, and the fact that 
it was executed without 
Bale’s presence was 
heartening. 

Indeed, the odds 
were against Chris 
Coleman’s men from 
the beginning, also 
hampered by Hal 
Robson Kanu being 
ruled out with a knee 
injury, yet the response 
from the likes of Aaron 
Ramsey and Joe Allen 


to lead by example was 
superb, while Sam 
Vokes has never worked 
harder in a Wales shirt, 
leading the line 
tremendously. 

Equally, the defence 
rode their luck at times 
(a luck that ran out for 
Serbia’s equaliser) but 
their last-gasp tackling 
and effort was a credit 
to the team and made it 
hard for the home team, 
who could only manage 
pockets of dominance. 

However, ultimately 
the result is the all- 
important thing and this 
draw, while not putting 
Wales out of contention, 
does make all of these 
last four games win or 
bust. 



They come with their 
own challenges - 
Austria showed they 
won’t be a pushover 
based on their 
performance at the 
Aviva Stadium, and will 
test a Welsh team 
expected to welcome 
back Bale, but without a 
suspended Joe Allen, at 
the Cardiff City 
Stadium on September 
2 . 

Then comes two 
tricky away games 
against Moldova and 
Georgia on September 5 
and October 6 
respectively, before 
Martin O’Neill’s 


Republic of Ireland 
head to Cardiff on 
October 9. 

Four wins would put 
Wales on 20 points, a 
total that would be, in 
this extremely tight 
group, possibly enough 
to ensure at least second 
place, and (hopefully) a 
play-off spot to fight it 
out for the right to 
qualify for the World 
Cup. 

However, anything 
less than that and 
Coleman and Wales can 
say 'npOLpaii' to their 
hopes of making 
Russia, which, after the 
successes and joy of last 


summer, would be 
something of a 
comedown. 

But as stated earlier, 
Wales seem to enjoy 
being the underdogs and 
although lagging behind 
in the group, their 
destiny still remains in 
their own hands for the 
time being. 

It’s time to start 
getting that winning 
feeling back and 
marrying performances 
like Sunday’s with 
taking the three points 
on offer - do that, and 
we could still be in for a 
Russian adventure next 
summer!
